ditations 5 and ſaw it neceſſary to confine 
them, for fear of a greater diſorder in rela- 
ting them.

The hiſtory of the Text applies it felf, and 
I have endeayour'd to ſet it in ſuch a light thar 
your own reflexions may ſpare a great deal of 
my pains in drawing the parallel. It would 
be hard to arbitrate betwixt theſe two Princes, 
Fofiah and our late Queen; which of them 
excell'd in piety, and had the largeſt deſigns 
for the honour of God, and the intereſt of 
Religion ; whoſe authority and example gave 
the higheſt countenance to vertue, and had 
the beſt influence upon the different ages. in 
which they liv'd; which of them did, or 
was moſt likely to have done the moſt good ; 
whoſe

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whoſe life was more deſired, or tkeir deaths 
more deſervedly lamented by their Subjects. 
Tt would be vanity in me to pretend to draw 
the character of our Queen ,: who have on- 
ly heard of hers, as the Queen of Sheba had 
dons of Solomon's fame. - This 1s already 
done, bv thoſe who had opportunities to. ob- 
ferve the conſtancy and fervour of her Devo: 
tiors:; the admirable example ſhe ſer ro all 
abour her ; the viſible effects of this, in pur- 
ting ſome vices, - formerly very faſhionable, fo 
perfectly out of- countenance, as to - ſacak;, 
and not dare to appear openly in her Court; 
to be witneſſes to many uſeful deſigns of ſuch 
a nature, that it was impoſſible they could 
lye conceald; and fo many. extraordinary 
works -of charity (diverſe of them done 
to her enennes) which. though done 1n the: 
moſt ſecret manner, in regard of her ſtation, 
came neceflaruly under the notice of: ſome 
near her. . Happy are thoſe men, happy are 
thoſe- her ſervants, who flood continually before 
her, and heard her Wiſdom. It 1s ſaid of her, 
that ſhe not only perfectly hated all Aatcery, 
but had ſo humble an opinion of her ſelf, chac 
ſhe would not bear the leaſt part of the juſt- 
eſt commendation, So thac whilſt ſhe liy'd

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ir-would have been rude, to have Fees "oi 
character, though in lictle ; ; but being dead, 
it s fic this ſhould be now done. in its full 


. length. What has been attempted by ſeve- 


ral harids has, 1 doubt'nor, procecded from 
a laudable deſi gn of propoling ſuch an cx- 
ample, as the world ſtands' in need of ; and 
paying that juſt cribute to her memory, which 
no Engliſkman, can have ſo much of ill na- 
ture in him, as todiſpute, much leſs ro open 
= _ and lily ſlander that is reported 
of her 


Experience witneſſeth, of what great uſe it 


is to tranſmit to poſterity the lives and actt- 


ons, of ſuch as have been famous in their 
generations ; theſc are found to make a deep- 
cr, and more laſting impreſſion, and to have 
a better effe&t upon mankind, than the choj- 


' ceſt collection of precepts. Here Vertue is 


drawn more to the life, and according to the 
Philoſophers wiſh, aſſumes a body, and ap-' 
pears in a viſible ſhape” commands wich au- 
thority, and becomes the moſt __—_— and 
prevailing rule of Practice. 1 am cnſible 
much has been ſaid of our late Queen, but 
roo much cannot be faid on ſuch'a ſubject : 

Such an inſtance of picty and goodneſs, is like 


k the + 
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the appearing. of a new Star in the heavens, 
the wonder and enquiry of the Age. It would 
argue a great degeneracy of manners, and a 
fmall regard to the publick good, to ſuffer 
fuch an example to Iye by negle&ted, or not. 
to take care to have it faithfully recommend- 
ed to poſterity. When we come to ſce her 
life whole at large, we thall be made ſenſible, 
that her wiſdom and piety do much exceed 
that we have yet heard of her; and that zhe 
half has not been told. I am much gpcciv'd in 
my account of her, if ſhe did not every way 


anſwer the charatter-given of Fofiab, that ſhe zChron. 
did that which was right in the fight of the 3+ *:*: 


Lord, and ſerved God, and kept his com- 
mandments with all her heart, and ſoul, and 
might, declining neither ro the right hand, 
nor to the lefr, We are all ſenſible, thatſhe. 
was ſnatch'd away by a violent diſtemper; ire 


| the vigor of her age. when we leaſt dreamt + 


of it; and were ſtruck with aſtoniſhment and. 
trembling ar the news; whilſt the age juſt be- 
gan to be reform'd by her authority ;and ex- 
ample; and we promis'd our ſelves: laſting 
bleſſings from her long reign, and, when we 
could very ill have ſpar'd her. So anſearchable _ 
are Gods councels, and his ways paſt finding out.

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"We —_ we muſt not diſpute with Hea: 


ven : Gods will ruleth over all : Tis as well 
folly as impiety- not to acquieſce in it. This 
Cburch and Nation ſtand highly indebted to 
God, that ſuch a bleſſing was lo lent us ; and 
one ſo deax tohim; and folong {incefireed for 
the bearifical viſion, ſo many Years confined 
to this low and imperfect State and kepr from 
her reward for the fervice of others : And to 
do good to the World, When it ſeems 
good toglypm to rcſume his own gifts, it be- 
comes us to take up with holy 7od's pious re- 
flef&tions. Shall we receive good at the bands 


of God, and ſhall we not receive evil. God 


has caught us by this inſtance, (and . a ſevere. 
diſcipline i it 1s, whereby be learns. us this leſ- 
ſon) the Vanity of all-our blooming hopes, 
when they are placed any. where, but upon 
him alone 3 and that he can continue his Fa- 
vours,. though he lays afide what we have 
reaſon to own, as .one-. great inſtrument of a 
kind and happy providence to thoſe Nations. 
We. muſt not envy our good Qucen the 
reſt and telicity She has reacht co. This 
would be foul . ingratitude tO a Perſon who 
has done us ſo much, good to repine that ſhe 
has exchang' gd the, troubles and carcs of an

earthly Crown, for one that. has nothing 
ſticks to it to darken the brightneſs of it, or 
abate the happineſs of poſſeſſing it : Her 
Death was her reward for her uncommon 
goodneſs, as the moſt early andiſudden death

rectly to bliſs ; bur it is otherwiſe to be con- 
ſider'd in reſpect of us, who have reaſon ro 
look upon our ſclves, as judg'd unworthy of

When 
Sr. Auftix pray'd for an enthanaſy, he hereby 


. expreſt his deſire gt to live to {ce the defola- 


tions. that were haſtning upon the African 
Churches; and his prayer was heard, for he 
dy'd juit before the ſacking of that City where- 
of he was Biſhop. The like Mr. Catzin has |] 
natcd of [xther, that he often pray'd he might 
not ſce the vials of wrath pourd upon Germa- 
#y; Which immediately after his death came 
upon theſe places m a ſtorm, and with the 
fwiftnck and execution of a whirlwind; but 
thaſc reach only ſuch caſes, as are evident 
'twas either byPropheſie,or the event.It would 
be a very undue return; to God, for thofe 
fignal favors we have fo Tong enjoy'd; It wonld 


a gue a very fmallſcnk of that Providence, 
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a reliance upon ſecond cauſes, upon this ocea- 
fron (though a very fad one) to anticipate 
evt, or deſpond of our ſafety. The only pj- 


'ous, and fafe uſe to be made of our fears, will 


be, to do all we can (which was the greac 
aim of our Quren) to promote areformatior: 
of manners throughout the Nation. This, af- 
ter\all other fruickeſs expedients withour ir, will 
be the only fure, and effectual courſe ro be 
taken to any lafimg ſecneny 5 and fince we 
have {uffercd a boſs not to berecovered, what 


11s left for us. bur wiſely ta conſider how re. 


ligiouſly ſhe uſed her power, and how admi- 


rable an example ſhe has lefr the age 3 thar we + 


may firive to be fach rruc, and fincere Chri- 


ſtians, as ſhe her ſelf was, and defird, and 


pray'd, and endeayourd all her Subjects might. 
be. So may we hope, that God will fill pro- 
tet our King, amidſt thoſe dangers he ex- 
poſes his Royal Perſon to for our ſafety, to.

tinuance of ſucceſs to. our arms , though we 


are deprivd of that benefx we owe to the 
purity and fervency of her deyotions, for 


peace, and quietneſs at home , whilſt we acc - 


engagd ina war abroad; which it were great.
